Games over 
... till 2026 


Sports. Alberta’s 
fiscal woes bring 
2022 Commonwealth 
Games bid to an end, 
but Edmonton may try 
again for the next one

The tumbling price of oil 
brought down Edmonton’s 
hopes of hosting a Common¬ 
wealth Games, as the city 
announced it had lost the 
province’s support and was 
backing out of the bid. 

Mayor Don Iveson an¬ 
nounced the cancellation 
of the city’s bid for the 2022 
Games Tuesday afternoon 
and said the news once again 
shows the need for Alberta to 
come off the roller-coaster of 
fluctuating oil prices. 

“Until our province’s finan¬ 
cial model is more stable long¬ 
term, Alberta will continue to 
struggle to realize our bolder 
aspirations,” he said. 

Iveson said Premier Jim 


Prentice met with him recent¬ 
ly and said the province sim¬ 
ply could no longer afford the 
Games, which were expected 
to cost as much as $1 billion. 

Iveson said, while he was 
obviously disappointed, the 
city is not blind to what’s hap¬ 
pening to the province. 

“We recognize the con¬ 
straints the province is under 
right now. We’re trying to be a 
team player,” he said. 

The city was competing to 
host the Games against Dur¬ 
ban, South Africa. 

Bid chairman Reg Milley 
said despite the desire of some 
countries to see the Games in 
Africa, he’s confident the city 
would have emerged on top. 

“There is no doubt in my 
mind that we could have won 
this bid,” he said. 

Edmonton will consider 
a bid for the 2026 Common¬ 
wealth Games, and Common¬ 
wealth Games Canada has al¬ 
ready given the city first right 
of refusal. 

Brian Macpherson, the 
group’s CEO, said this could 
be a blessing in disguise. 

“I think this makes us in a 
much stronger position to ac¬ 
tually win,” he said.

Police 

investigate 

afterbody 

discovered 

Police are investigating what 
they’re calling a suspicious 
death after the body of a 
woman was discovered in a 
downtown home. 

Just after 7:30 p.m. 
Monday, police were called 
to a boarding house near 112 
Avenue and 95A Street by a 
person who had discovered a 
woman unconscious in one 
of the building’s apartments. 

Police identified the 
24-year-old woman, but had 
not released her name at 
press time. 

Neighbouring houses had 
also been cordoned off as two 
police officers monitored the 
area on Tuesday morning. 

Kathryn, who asked her 
last name not be published, 
lives across the street from 
the house where the body 
was found. After moving to 
the community eight years 
ago, she said she usually feels 
safe, but has noticed the 
house has attracted a lot of 
transient people. 

“I actually have felt very 
safe in this neighbourhood,” 
she said. “I love my neigh¬ 
bours and this area. It’s 
incredibly distressing when 
there is one property that 
seems to draw a lot of life 
and energy from what could 
be a perfect... area.” 

Metro found court docu¬ 
ments that linked Carmen 
Pervez — a former mortgage 
fraudster — to the property. 
Pervez was sentenced to 
six years in prison in 2008 
for his role in a $ 30-million 
mortgage fraud. 

An autopsy for the 
woman is scheduled for 
Tuesday afternoon.

Transit. Safety still a 
concern for many after 
police try to keep up 
patrols after end of 
pilot project

Edmonton Police say they 
haven’t stopped patrolling Ed¬ 
monton Transit since the end 
of a pilot project on Jan. 1 — 
they’re just not patrolling as 
often. 

Increased police presence 


on Edmonton Transit was part 
of a pilot project between Tran¬ 
sit and Police (TAP) officers, but 
funding for it wasn’t renewed 
by the city. 

“We still go down into the 
transit centres, we just don’t 
go as often now. We’re busy 
enough in the beats right now 
so when we had that TAP pro¬ 
ject working, it was a good 
thing,” said Staff Sgt. Gaiy Beau¬ 
lieu with Edmonton Police. 

Sgt. Beaulieu added that 
Edmonton Police Service as an 
organization will still patrol 
the transit centres, but that it 
will be “limited” — specifically 
with officers in the downtown 
beat. 


Safety on Edmonton’s tran¬ 
sit system is a common con¬ 
versation topic for one council¬ 
lor’s constituents, with issues 
like nighttime safety for their 
young daughters at stake. 

“Ideally we want more 
people to use the LRT and tran¬ 
sit, but to feel safe in doing so. 
But my question is: Are people 
choosing not to ride in the 
evening?” said Coun. Bev Es- 
slinger. 

She added that finding the 
root ridership safety concerns 
is the reason she requested a 
report from administration on 
what’s being done to address 
the issue and the perceptions.

Long-term surgery 
waits miss the mark 

Alberta’s provincial health 
body is poised to miss long¬ 
term wait-time targets for 
bad knees, ailing shoulders 
and throbbing gall bladders 
as the clock runs out on an 
ambitious five-year action 
plan. 

Entitled Becoming the 


Best, the plan was released 
November 2010 and set 
numerous targets including 
waits for non-emergency 
surgeries. 

The overall goal was to 
reduce waits to 14 weeks 
for all surgeries by March 
2015, but specific attention 
was paid to knee and hip 
replacements, coronaiy 
arteiy bypasses and cataract 
surgeiy. 

But analysis of December 


2014 data, the most current 
available, indicates the 
average waits for certain 
procedures is still nearly 
three times the target and 
it appears not one surgical 
categoiy has managed to slip 
under 20 weeks. 

Alberta Health spokes¬ 
man Timothy Wilson said 
certain areas have seen 
marked reductions. Knee- 
replacement surgeries, for 
example, averaged a 49-weelc 


wait in 2009-10 and that was 
down to just under 42 weeks 
for the 2013-14 year. 

But December data shows 
the average wait for that 
procedure at 44.6 weeks and 
numerous others extended 
past the 30-weelc mark, 
including tonsil surgeries (32 
weeks), shoulder operations 
(40 weeks) and hip replace¬ 
ments (32 weeks). 

Alberta NDP leader Rachel 
Notley chalked up the 2010 


action plan’s release to being 
little more than a “public 
relations exercise.” 

“They’re veiy good at 
setting targets for things a 
long ways down the road 
... We live in a prosperous 
province and Albertans have 
eveiy right to expect that 
our health-care system will 
be there for them and their 
family and loved ones when 
they need it.”

City to ban smoking in square, 
leaves backyard fire pits alone 



Split vote. Council 
divided on both issues 


City councillors poured 
cold water on smoking in 
Churchill Square but kept 
the flames rolling on back¬ 
yard fire pits on Tuesday. 

Council approved all but 
the final reading of a bylaw 
that will prohibit smoking 
in the square but defeated 
a bylaw that would have 
stopped people from using 
their fire pits during prov¬ 
incial air-quality advisories. 

Both bylaws split council 
down the middle with a 6-5 
vote. 

The idea of a smoking 
ban originally came up after 
some councillors raised 
concerns about smoking 
around festivals. 

Coun. Tony Caterina 
voted against the ban and 
said he doesn’t believe 
there has to be a bylaw so 
people respect each other. 

“I think the majority of 
people are respectful and 
will conduct themselves ac¬ 
cordingly,” he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen who 
supported the ban said the 
city would simply be asking

people to move to the out¬ 
side of the square. 

“I don’t think this is an 
unreasonable demand to 
place on people,” he said. 

The fire pit ban would 
have applied only during 
air quality advisories and 
Coun. Bev Esslinger em¬ 
phasized she wasn’t trying 
to change everything, just 
make a small adjustment to 
make life easier for people 


with breathing conditions. 

“It seems like a real 
small step,” she said. 

Caterina questioned the 


reasoning of this bylaw as 
well. 

“Most people are well in- 
tentioned and use common 


sense on things like this, 
so it’s just not necessary to 
have brought this forward,” 
he said.

Police now 
have a drone 


Edmonton police now have a 
bird’s-eye view when it comes 
to investigating major traffic 
collisions thanks to the ser¬ 
vice’s first Unmanned Aerial 
Vehicle, better known as an 
UAV or drone. 

With six rotors, GPS 
positioning and a camera, 
the UAV has been used by the 
Major Collision Investigation 
Unit at 15 scenes to date. 

UAV operator and EPS 
Const. Binoy Prabhu said the 
aerial camera gives police a 
whole new perspective when 
it comes to reconstructing a 
collision scene. 

“Even prior to response, 
what a lot of us don’t even 
picture with regards to our 
unit is eveiything that hap¬ 
pens in the background,” said 
Prabhu. 

The device — which costs 
approximately $27,000 — al¬ 
lows officers to measure and 
examine tire marks, distances 
travelled and fines of sight 
from the sky at the scene of a 
collision. 

EPS has been working to 
develop the UAV program 
since Januaiy last year and 
received operator certifica¬ 
tion in June. 

Prabhu said the new 
tool really allows police to 
see things they might not 
have noticed before. Images 
captured by the UAV during 
an October collision investiga¬ 
tion helped the traffic section 
lay its first manslaughter 
charge in a traffic fatality. 

“What this effectively does 
is transcend all language bar¬ 
riers, so to speak, by provid¬ 
ing a picture to communicate 
what we have on scene,” he 
said. 

The UAV can stay in the air 
for 12 minutes and is oper¬ 
ated by two police officers. 

Prabhu said police have 
just scratched the surface of 
all the potential uses for the 
UAV, but it won’t be replacing 
the police’s Air 1 helicopter 
any time soon.

Coun. wants city to address gender-neutral washrooms 



Inspired by changes at local 
school boards, Coun. An¬ 
drew Knack said he wants 
to know what the city is do¬ 
ing on gender-neutral wash¬ 
rooms. 

Knack put an inquiry for¬ 
ward on the issue at Tues¬ 
day’s council meeting to find 
out how the city addresses 
the issue now and what, if 


any, plans there could be for 
facilities in the future. 

He said the school boards 
are taking an important 
step and he believes the city 
should be looking at this as 
well. 

“That just generated my 
thought about finding out 
what we’re doing as the City 
of Edmonton, which I think 


is nothing right now,” he 
said. 

Knack said that in new 
buildings it shouldn’t be a 
significant additional cost, 
but there could be some 
work to be done on what al¬ 
ready exists. 

“The challenge will be 
making sure we can do it in 
existing buildings,” he said. 


Knack said it’s much less 
about cost and more about 
planning. 

Jan Buterman, with Trans 
Equality of Alberta, said 
there are many reasons to 
want to have single-stall 
bathrooms, including for 
families and seniors. 

“It’s actually a far bigger 
issue than trans people,” he 


said. 

She said that in Edmon¬ 
ton’s case there are many 
single-stall bathrooms that 
would just need a change of 
signs. 

“There are some wash¬ 
rooms along the LRT fine 
that are gendered that could 
be un-gendered.”

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Sustainability. MacEwan 
eyeing other ways to get 
students, staff downtown 


Officials at MacEwan Univer¬ 
sity want to help staff and 
students get to the downtown 
campus without driving, well 
before the new arena and 
other downtown amenities 
open for business. 

The university plans to offer 
more sustainability courses — 
such as a current one on bike 
commuting — but there’s an 
even bigger push on now, with 
the development happening 
downtown. 

“People will start looking 
at their alternatives and we ex¬ 
pect people will be interested in 
other modes of transportation,” 
said Chantal Beaudoin, head of 
sustainability with MacEwan. 

She added that other pro¬ 
grams like the car pool parking 
spots and car share program 
within the institution add to 
their effort to go beyond help¬ 
ing students and staff get from 



point A to point B. 

“We’ve created our baseline 
of where we’re at, we’re creat¬ 
ing programs for staff and stu¬ 
dents to move them forward 
and ... certainly we would hope 
with the new MacEwan sta¬ 
tion, it would encourage more 
to leave the car at home,” said 
Beaudoin.

Spending. Parking 
increase not connected to 
potential cuts: MacEwan 


There’s no connection between 
hikes to parking fees at MacE¬ 
wan University and anticipated 
potential cuts by the province 
to post-secondaiy funding, uni¬ 
versity officials say. 

Just a day after parking 
permit holders received a let¬ 
ter notifying them their rates 
would be increasing in some 
cases by $100, senior director 
of retail and campus services 
for MacEwan Cory Good said 
there isn’t any link between 
parking and provincial fund¬ 
ing. 

“The parking business is 
one component of the larger 
auxiliaiy retail business at the 


institution,” said Good. “(At) 
universities in Canada, particu¬ 
larly in Alberta, there are no 
funding that flows through the 
provincial government or the 
institution that helps to oper¬ 
ate those businesses.” 

Good said over the past 
years, the cost to maintain 
MacEwan’s parlcades has gone 
up, which, coupled with plans 
for building the new Centre for 
Arts and Culture, have led the 
university to increase parking 
fees. 

Despite the increase, Good 
said the university is prepared 
to lose some customers.

Parking woes abound 
for MacEwan students 


University. School 
hiking parking rates 
next year; community 
says not to look for 
parking in nearby 
neighbourhoods 


If higher parking rates at Mac¬ 
Ewan University have students 


thinking about turning to 
nearby neighbourhoods they 
should keep driving, say com¬ 
munity advocates. 

The school announced Mon¬ 
day a big increase in parking 
rates next year and problems 
already exist with parking in 
nearby neighbourhoods. Coun. 
Scott McKeen said students 
shouldn’t look to those neigh¬ 
bourhoods as a solution. 

“If that happens the stu¬ 
dents will go from the hying 
pan into the fire, because with 
our parking review I think it’s 
almost certain we will have 


parking restrictions,” he said. 

McKeen advocated for a 
parking review in the commun¬ 
ity last year, which is currently 
underway. He said he expects 
the review will lead to time and 
area restrictions. 

Randy Shuttleworth, resi¬ 
dent of the Queen Maiy Park 
community league, said the 
neighbourhood is already full 
of people parking on the street 
and people fleeing higher 
prices won’t find a space. 

“If that forces more people 
outside then they won’t be able 
to find any parking,” he said. 


Shuttleworth said he hopes 
the long-delayed Metro LRT line 
will ease the parking crunch 
on campus and in surrounding 
communities once it opens. 

“I think a lot of this changes 
as soon as they can open up 
that LRT line that is stalled,” he 
said. 

Andrew Jabs, the acting co¬ 
ordinator of parking enforce¬ 
ment, said the city will have to 
look at what effects the chan¬ 
ges at MacEwan might bring to 
the surrounding communities. 

“I think it is something that 
we really need to look at.”

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No mandatory 
bike helmets 
for Albertans

Alberta Transportation officials 
say a provincewide bike-helmet 
law won’t be coming forward 
anytime soon, as bike advo¬ 
cates fight for more separated 
bike infrastructure. 

The news comes after Sas¬ 
katchewan’s Urban Munici¬ 
palities Association decided to 
lobby their provincial govern¬ 
ment to make it mandatoiy for 
people to wear a helmet when 
riding a bike. 

But Alberta spokesperson 
Christine Way say that isn’t 
in the works for Alberta at 
the moment. 

“It’s not an issue we’ve 
heard from Albertans as some¬ 
thing that is at the forefront 
for them. We feel the legisla¬ 
tion that is in place right now 
is adequate,” said Way, press 
secretaiy for the transportation 
minister. “We have no plans to 
make helmets mandatoiy for 
all Albertans.” 

Local cycling advocates ap¬ 


preciate the notion to protect 
cyclists in Saskatchewan but 
say that mandatoiy bike hel¬ 
mets in Alberta would not be 
the way to go. 

“ft would be a disaster for 
cycling rates in Alberta. Wher¬ 
ever mandatoiy helmet laws 
have been applied around the 
world, cycling rates go down. 
It makes it less convenient for 
people to get on a bike and ride. 
It also increases the perception 
that riding a bike is a dangerous 
activity, which it is not,” said 
Conrad Nobert, member of the 
Edmonton Bike Coalition. 

Instead, Edmonton cyclists 
say better infrastructure is key 
to riders’ safety. 

“We’ve spent many years 
promoting helmets as key 
to bicycle safety, when really 
what we know is bike helmets 
do not and never will prevent 
collisions, whereas good infra¬ 
structure prevents collisions 
and injuries,” said Christopher 
Chan, with the Edmonton Bi¬ 
cycle Commuters Society.

Some city councillors ex¬ 
pressed reservations about 
the use of temporary for¬ 
eign workers to build the 
downtown arena — but also 
admitted they’re powerless 
to stop it.

You can’t fault anthropol- 
ogist-turned-filmmalcer 
Niobe Thompson for 
shying away from big 
challenges. 

For his latest docu- 
mentaiy, The Great 
Human Odyssey, the 
41-year-old traces the 
myriad hurdles ancient 
humans faced to survive 
near-extinction in Africa

Vatican may be asked to 
repeal old Papal edicts 


Human rights. Many 
say Catholic decrees of 
1455 and 1493 allowed 
for the ill treatment of 
aboriginal peoples 


Canada’s Truth and Reconcilia¬ 
tion Commission is weighing 
whether to ask the Vatican to 
repeal the Papal Bulls of Discov¬ 
er that granted 15th-centuiy 
explorers the right to conquer 
the New World and the “hea¬ 
then” aboriginals. 

Chair Murray Sinclair says 
the commission examining 
the impact of Canada’s Indian 
residential schools is looking 
carefully at the 1455 and 1493 
Catholic edicts as part of its 
final report. Many argue the 
proclamations legitimized the 
treatment of aboriginal people 
as “less than human.” 

Crown sovereignty in Can¬ 
ada can be traced back to those 
papal bulls, and neither Canada 
nor the United States has re 
pudiated them, Sinclair said. 

A growing chorus in Canada

is calling on the Vatican to help 
begin a new relationship with 
aboriginal people on equal foot¬ 
ing. The discoveiy bulls, and 
others in the same vein that fol¬ 
lowed, gave Catholic explorers 


“full and free power, authority 
and jurisdiction of eveiy kind” 
and outlined their “duty to lead 
the peoples dwelling in those 
islands and countries to em¬ 
brace the Christian religion.” 

If aboriginal people refused, 
the Vatican granted its envoys 
the authority to enslave and kill. 

If the commission recom¬ 
mends the bulls be rescinded, 
Sinclair said, it has to weigh the 
legal implications, which could 
strike at the core of Crown 
sovereignty over land. 

The United Nations ap¬ 
pointed a special rapporteur in 
2009 who found the bulls lie 
“at the root of the violations 
of indigenous peoples’ human 
rights.” The edicts have resulted 
in the “mass appropriation of 
the lands, territories and resour¬ 
ces of indigenous peoples,” the 
UN found. They also form the 
legal basis of many modern-day 
land-claim disputes, it said. 

But for advocates like Keith 
Matthew, former chief of Sim- 
pcw First Nation in British Col¬ 
umbia, it’s about “righting a 
historic wrong.”

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Robots will cut labour costs 
24 % in Canada, report says

Cheaper, better robots are ex¬ 
pected to cut labour costs at 
Canadian factories by 24 per 
cent over the next decade as 
more companies replace hu¬ 
man workers at a faster pace, 
according to a report issued 
Tuesday. 

Globally, labour savings 
are expected to be reduced by 
some 16 per cent by 2025, the 
report by the Boston Consult¬ 
ing Group predicts. 

Robots are getting cheap¬ 
er. The cost of owning and 
operating a robotic spot 
welder, for instance, has 
tumbled from $182,000 in 
2005 to $133,000 last year, 
and will drop to $103,000 by 
2025, Boston Consulting says. 

And the new machines can 
do more things. Old robots 
could only operate in predict¬ 
able environments. The newer 
ones use improved sensors to 
react to the unexpected. 

Robots will cut labour 
costs by 33 per cent in South 
Korea, 25 per cent in Japan 


and 22 per cent in the United 
States and Taiwan. Only 10 
per cent of jobs that can be 
automated have already been 
taken by robots. By 2025, the 
machines will have more 
than 23 per cent, Boston Con¬ 
sulting forecasts. 

In a separate report, RBC 
Global Asset Management 
notes that robots can be re¬ 
programmed far faster and 
more efficiently than hu¬ 
mans can be retrained when 
products are updated or re¬ 


placed — a crucial advantage 
at a time when smartphones 
and other products quickly 
fade into obsolescence. 

The rise of robots won’t 
be limited to developed 
countries with their aging, 
high-cost workforces. Even 
low-wage China will use ro¬ 
bots to slash labour costs by 
18 per cent, Boston consult¬ 
ing predicts. 

Increasing automation 
is likely to change the way 
companies evaluate where to 


open and expand factories. 
Boston Consulting expects 
that manufacturers will “no 
longer simply chase cheap 
labour.” Factories will em¬ 
ploy fewer people, and those 
that remain are more likely 
to be highly skilled. That 
could lure more manufactur¬ 
ers back to Canada and the 
United States from lower- 
wage emerging market coun¬ 
tries.

Robot getting artificial intelligence 


Japanese mobile carrier Soft- 
bank said Tuesday it will 
incorporate artificial intel¬ 
ligence technology from IBM 
into its empathetic robot Pep¬ 
per that goes on sale in Japan 
this month. 

The AI engine Watson is 
already used in health care, 
travel and insurance services 
in English, but an adaptation 
was needed to make it work 
and think in Japanese, said 
Steve Gold, vice-president, 
IBM Watson Group. Unlike 
other cognitive technology 
that responds rather mechan¬ 
ically, Watson can learn over 


time like a human brain, and 
understands the concept of 
probability, which makes it 
veiy sophisticated and more 
human-like, according to IBM. 

Watson will be used in 
Pepper, Softbank’s empathet¬ 
ic robot going on sale in Japan 
this month for 198,000 yen 
(about $2,000) and will make 
for a smarter, more charming 
companion, he said. 

Pepper has a stunned face 
a bit like C3PO in Star Wars 
and moves around on wheels. 
In early demonstrations it 
was a bit mechanical in its re¬ 
sponses.

Cyberattacks. Hackers 
can’t be kept out: Experts 


As hackers routinely over¬ 
whelm computer defences, 
experts say cybersecurity is 
beyond due for an overhaul. 

Their message: Neutralize 
attackers once they’re inside 
networks rather than fixating 
on trying to keep them out. 

According to U.S. cyberse¬ 
curity company FireEye, 229 
days is the median length 
of time attackers lurk inside 
their victim’s computers be¬ 
fore being detected or reveal¬ 
ing themselves, underscoring 
the weakness of conventional 
tools in identifying intruders. 

Experts aren’t recom¬ 
mending organizations stop 
deploying perimeter defences 
such as antivirus software

Experts predict 
key lending rate 
will be cut again 

The Bank of Canada says 
it’s prepared to take ac¬ 
tion to help navigate the 
economic uncertainty tied 
to low oil prices, as experts 
predict it once again could 
cut its trend-setting interest 
rate. 

Senior deputy governor 
Carolyn Wilkins made the 
remarks in a speech Tues¬ 
day — as many observers 
expect the central bank is 
preparing to drop its rate 
even further next month. 

The Bank of Canada 
blindsided markets in 


Januaiy by lowering its 
overnight rate to 0.75 per 
cent from one per cent. 

Wilkins, who expects 
the Canadian economy to 
grow with help from the 
lower loonie and a stronger 
U.S. economy, predicted 
Canada’s non-energy sector 
to lead the growth. 

Wilkins also indi¬ 
cated the central bank is 
monitoring job-market 
concerns, such as the low 
average number of hours 
worked and the high rate of 
involuntaiy part-time work¬ 
ers. She said “prime-age” 
workers between 25 and 54 
years old and young people 
between 15 and 24 years 
old remain underemployed.

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VACCINES FOR KIDS SHOULD BE MANDATORY

Ready for your daily dose of contro¬ 
versy? I believe strongly in child¬ 
hood vaccinations. Wait, I’m not 
done. I believe they should be man¬ 
datory. 

I can feel thousands of readers 
bristling right now. This is a sensi¬ 
tive topic because most of us love our 
children, and most of us want what 
is best for them. But that doesn’t 
mean we are always acting in their 
best interest. And that’s when the 
government should step in. 

Here’s why: We need a 95 per 
cent vaccination rate for herd im¬ 
munity to protect against conta¬ 
gious diseases, and according to 
UNICEF, Canada’s rate hovers 
around 84 per cent. So until we raise 
the immunization rates, we are all 
at risk. 

If you think the government has 
no right to meddle in how we care 
for our children, you’re wrong. It 
meddles every day, and rightly so. 

It intervenes when children are 
raised in filthy homes, allowed to 
ride in cars without seatbelts, left 
unattended at home, or refused life¬ 
saving medical treatment. Religion, 
culture and ideology do not trump 
these laws. 


Why is it different when parents 
say “no” to childhood vaccines? 

Maybe because it was less of an 
issue a decade ago. Vaccination rates 
are declining, according to the U.S. 
Center for Disease Control, due in 
part to a growing culture of distrust 
in big pharma and regulatory agen¬ 
cies. What this means is we need 
better education campaigns and 
more transparency into vaccine 
safety and oversight. 

The reality is we’ve been inocu¬ 
lating against deadly diseases for 
more than 200 years, and the sci¬ 
ence is well-established: Vaccines 
are safe and a crucial component of 
childhood and community health. 
Ingredients undergo rigorous test¬ 
ing and serious reactions —which 
are incredibly rare — are highly 
monitored. 

The diseases we vaccinate 
against can be fatal—they kill hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of children in de¬ 
veloping countries every year. And 
they can return when vaccination 
rates decline. That means the bene¬ 
fits of vaccines by far outweigh the 
risks. 

So why do we allow parents to 
gamble with kids’ lives—their own 
kids, or the lives of newborns and 
other peoples’ children who can’t be 
immunized for health reasons—by 
refusing vaccinations? Especially 


when the science is so clear, and the 
dangers so terrible? 

This is not a debate about individ¬ 
ual rights versus public health, be¬ 
cause kids are not extensions of us 
—they are individuals with their 
own rights. 

The debate is where to draw the 
line when it comes to parental free¬ 
dom of choice. 


Parenthood, in the wise words of 
my father, is not a right but a privil¬ 
ege, and that’s an important distinc¬ 
tion. It’s not our “right” to make any 
choice we want for our kids, it’s our 
duty to make wise ones, ones that 
set them on the best path. 

That’s why when a parent makes 
a choice on behalf of the child that 
puts that child or others at serious 


risk, regardless of their intentions, 
society should step in. 

Is this dangerous government 
overreach? Slovenia and Croatia 
don’t think so. Both countries have 
made vaccinations mandatory for 
nine specific diseases. 

Croatia’s Constitutional Court 
said it best when it ruled “the child’s 
right to health is more than the 
rights of parents to the (wrong) 
choice.” 

That country’s decision to over¬ 
rule parental freedom for the sake 
of community well-being means 
that diphtheria, whooping cough 
and measles have been eradicated 
there. 

In fact, 14 European countries 
have at least one mandatory vaccin¬ 
ation included in their program. 

So what would happen if Canada 
also imposed mandatory vaccina¬ 
tions? Many parents would be up in 
arms. But... so what? 

We live in a highly relativistic so¬ 
ciety and tend to wring our hands 
endlessly over respect for other 
people’s points of view, even when 
those views are contrarian. But 
when people choose to reject clear 
scientific evidence in favour of their 
own misguided beliefs, the hand- 
wringing should stop. 

Especially when the well-being 
of children is involved. 



3-DNA-sourced babies

With the three-parent IVF technique recently 
getting the green light in the U.K., debate is 
brewing in Canada about the controversial 
procedure. 

While it is currently illegal in Canada under 
the Assisted Human Reproduction Act of 2004, 
proponents say it would allow couples to have 
healthy children in cases where the mother 
might otherwise pass on mitochondrial dis¬ 
ease. Moreover, these children would be almost 
entirely genetically their own offspring. 

Metro asked Kerry Bowman, a bioethidst 
with the University of Toronto, for his take. 

The following has been edited down from a 
longer interview: 

You’ve said before that you give the 
technique cautious approval. Why? 

Approval is a bit strong. I get it with three- 
person reproduction and why you would 
want to do this. By doing so you can hopefully 
prevent the suffering and early death of babies 
and young children. There’s something called 
mitochondrial disease and if you do this tech¬ 
nique, hopefully — if it goes well — you could

“Some people would say it is an 
overly dramatic term and it’s inaccur¬ 
ate, because there’s really two gen¬ 
etic parents. I don’t really agree with 
that, because the child wouldn’t be 
born if you didn’t have the third input 
from the third parent, so I think it is 
actually an accurate use of language.”

avoid that. But we are crossing a line. Some 
people say what we are really doing is genetic¬ 
ally altering an unborn child. We’re actually 
changing what’s called the human germ line. 
And some people say, Well, what does that 
matter?’ But when people are looking at their 
identity, they’re studying their ancestiy and 
who we are as people, our geographical origins 
from an evolutionaiy point of view, migration 


point of view — that’s all traced through mito¬ 
chondrial DNA. Identity isn’t necessarily about 
percentages; it’s about what your stoiy is. 

So you’re saying this is significantly 
different from other reproductive 
assistance technologies? Yes, this is the first 
time it would be inheritable, passed down 
from generation to generation. So there are a 
lot of things to consider. What are the risks? 
Unknown. There are no foreseeable risks but 
that doesn’t mean no risks will occur. 

What other applications could this type of 
technology have? We don’t have the capacity 
yet, but this is the type of technique that could 
be used to genetically enhance unborn babies, 
so designer, babies, essentially. I don’t think 
that would be the right thing to do. But I think 
with mitochondrial DNA, the biggest thing is 
that there is a line and we’re crossing it. I think 
we can cross it if we are extremely cautious. 

What specific policies would you suggest we 
adopt then? I fully acknowledge that right 


A simplified explanation: 


The technique takes the nucleus of a moth¬ 
er’s egg and places it in a donor’s egg, from 
which the nucleus has been removed. This 
new egg contains the donor’s mitochondria 
(but not the mother’s). It is then fertilized 
with the father’s sperm. 


• In this way, the child inherits the vast 
majority of its DNA from the mother and 
father, but inherits the mitochondrial DNA 
from the donor mother. 


now it is illegal, but a lot has changed since 
2004. A lot. So I think you would need to go 
case by case, and the only cases that would be 
allowed — if it were going to be allowed — 
would be for cases of mitochondrial disease. 
And I think it would be wise to wait to see 
what happens in Britain.

Saul debut among 
most watched in 
cable history 

AMC’s new Breaking 
Bad spinoff got off to an 
excellent start on Sunday 
evening, attracting 6.9 mil¬ 
lion viewers. This was the 
second-most-watched pre¬ 
miere in U.S. cable histoiy, 
just behind the first episode 
of The Closer. 

Bolstered by The Walk¬ 
ing Dead as its lead-in, 
Better Call Saul premiered 
Sunday, Feb. 8 on AMC to 
an audience of 6.9 million.

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A watershed time for transgender rights 


Social change. Gossip 
about Bruce Jenner's 
possible transition is 
occurring at the same 
moment that key legal 
battles are heating up 


Whether or not Olympic 
legend Bruce Jenner becomes 
its new champion, the trans¬ 
gender rights movement is 
making remarkable strides on 
many fronts — ranging from 
mass-media visibility to legal 
protections. Yet despite the 
gains, activists say many trans¬ 
gender Americans, far more so 
than gays and lesbians, remain 
vulnerable to violence, dis¬ 
crimination and lack of under¬ 
standing. 

“We see transgender rights 
as the next wave of the work 
we need to do, after mar¬ 
riage equality,” said Katherine 
Franlce, director of Colum¬ 
bia Law School’s Center for 
Gender and Sexuality Law. 

“Getting protections on 
paper is important,” she said. 
“But the day-to-day lives of 


many transgender people 
won’t be affected — they’re 
unemployed, they’re experien¬ 
cing violence in the streets, in 
shelters, in schools.” 

Allyson Robinson, an ac¬ 
tivist working to end the U.S. 
militaiy’s ban on transgender 
people serving openly, said 
gains for transgender rights 
in some areas have triggered 
a backlash from some social 
and religious conservatives 
who feel they’ve lost the fight 
against same-sex marriage. 

“Transgender people and 
their identities and commun¬ 
ities are under siege right now 
on multiple fronts,” she said, 
citing as an example recent 
bills proposed in state legis¬ 
latures that would make it il¬ 
legal for transgender people 
to use a bathroom that doesn’t 
correspond with their biologic¬ 
al gender. 

The mix of advancement 
and adversity forms a back¬ 
drop to what promises to be an 
intriguing melodrama over the 
coming months regarding Jen¬ 
ner, the 1976 decathlon gold 
medallist who was featured 
on Wheaties boxes and more 
recently has appeared as a real- 



life stepfather on Keeping Up 
With the Kardashians. 

Though Jenner himself 
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has declined public comment, 
those in his inner circles have 
not challenged the mounting 
speculation that he is prepar¬ 
ing to live as a woman and per¬ 
haps will appear in a new real¬ 
ity series about his transition. 

His mother, Esther Jen¬ 
ner, told The Associated Press 
on Wednesday that she had 
spoken with her son about his 
private and public journey. 

“He said, ‘I want to be hon¬ 
est about my identity, and I 
know this is coming out in the 
press,”’ Esther Jenner said. “He 
started by saying, ‘We need to 
have a long, serious talk.’ I am 
at peace with what he is and 
what he’s doing.” 

Over the weekend, Jenner 
was in an unwelcome spotlight 
as one of the drivers in a four- 
car crash in Malibu, Calif., that 
claimed a woman’s life. The 
spotlight on him could grow 


more intense in the months 
ahead. 

Among activists and blog¬ 
gers who focus on lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender 
issues, there’s widespread 
sentiment that Jenner alone 
should dictate the pace and 
the details of any disclosure he 
wants to make about his iden¬ 
tity. Yet there’s also keen inter¬ 
est in what sort of impact he 
might have were he to confirm 
a transition that would make 
him arguably the most famous 
American ever to openly iden¬ 
tify as transgender. 

Depending on how Jen- 
ner’s stoiy is presented and 
received, the revelation that 
a lauded athlete and member 
of one of the nation’s most 
visible families is transgender 
could be comparable to the 
cultural shifts that accompan¬ 
ied the news that movie star

Rock Hudson was gay and 
died of AIDS-related complica¬ 
tions and that basketball great 
Magic Johnson, a heterosexual, 
was HIV-positive. 

“In the long term, we’d say 
the disclosures were helpful 
for the movement to normal¬ 
ize homosexuality and bring 
better medical attention to 
AIDS/HIV,” Franlce said. “When 
celebrities came out as being 
members of these commun¬ 
ities, it ended up shifting the 
national narrative.” 

The narrative at the mo¬ 
ment, for transgender Amer¬ 
icans, is complex. On one 
hand, they have many recent 
breakthroughs to celebrate, 
such as: 

• Several positive, high-pro¬ 
file portrayals of transgender 
people on popular TV shows, 
including the prison inmate 
played by Laveme Cox on Or¬ 
ange is the New Black, and the 
transgender woman played by 
Golden Globe winner Jeffrey 
Tambor in Transparent. 

• Moves by at least nine U.S. 
states to ensure that health 
insurers cover transgender 
treatment that’s deemed med¬ 
ically necessary. In a related 
move, the federal government 
ended a Medicare exclusion of 
coverage for services related to 
gender transition. 

• Steps by some states to 
eliminate requirements that 
transgender people had to 
undergo surgeiy before being 
allowed to change the gender 
on their birth certificates.

Forget about California 
concrete — that heavy, wet, 
gloppy snow associated with 
other parts of the Golden State. 

Mammoth’s pillowy white 
stuff is as fluffy and cuddly as 
the Ice Age flicks. The moun¬ 
tain tends to get covered in 
a lighter snow owing to its 
11,000-foot elevation, and 
because it’s predominantly 
north-facing, the snowpack 
stays fresher longer, allowing 
for an extended season. The 
mountain has stayed open as 
late as July 4. 

Intermediate skiers keen 
to climb to the summit for a 
sick 360-degree view of alpine 
peaks and indelible white

Keep the adrenalin 
pumping by jumping off 
a 300-foot cliff at Torrey 
Pines Gliderport. Tethered 
to a giant kite, you’ll soar 
like an eagle over Black’s 
Beach and one of Cali's 
most storied golf courses.

capped minarets are in luck. 
Exit the mountain-topping Pan¬ 
orama Gondola and peel right 
toward the blue square-rated 
Upper Road Runner, a leisurely 
three-mile-long cat track that 
offers plenty of scenic vistas as 
it winds its way back down to 
Main Lodge. 


Stay: Steps from the village 
and a gondola to the slopes, the 
Westin Monache Resort puts 
you in the heart of Mammoth. 
Plus, the breathtaking Moun¬ 
tain view from the outdoor hot 
tubs doesn’t hurt. 


Apres-ski 

For a taste of Cali-style barbe¬ 
cue, line up for a table at The 
Smokeyard BBQ & Chop Shop 
in Mammoth village. The shop 
is ostensibly a purveyor of 
smoky, finger-licking carniv¬ 


orous delights; their bronto¬ 
saurus-sized beef ribs will lull 
you into a Flinstonian meat 
coma. But outside an array of 
slow-cooked animal-flesh op¬ 
tions are a couple unexpected 
menu items that shout out to 
the South African proprietors’ 
culinaiy heritage. There’s a 
mildly spiced durban cuny as 
well as potjielcos (a popular 
Rainbow Nation stew) on offer. 
Next, toast to the high altitude 
lifestyle with a brew or two 
from Mammoth Brewing Com¬ 
pany. Sip on a Fire & Eisboclc, 
practically Mammoth in a bot¬ 
tle. Lava rocks heated up under 
an open fire dropped into the 
boil lend it a caramelized fla¬ 
vour and post-fermentation 
freeze distillation amps up the 
alcohol content. 

Some like it hot 

San Diego’s 90 kilometres of 
sun-kissed playa has some¬ 
thing for both beach bums 
and adventurers. For commun¬ 
ing with bohemians and the 
dazed and confused set, head to 
Ocean Beach. For a waveriding 
initiation, La Jolla Shores is 
the place. The scenic cliffs and 
caves block south swells, cre¬ 
ating a protected bay for most 
of the year. Even if your idea 
of hanging 10 is holding onto 
the rim of a basketball hoop, 
the vivacious and confidence¬ 
instilling instructors at Surf 
Diva (2160 Avenida de la Playa) 
will have you up and riding in 
no time. Private onehour surf 
lessons can be had for $93.50 or 
$99 for Stand Up Paddleboard¬ 
ing, with lower per-person 
rates for small groups. 

Apres-surf 

Recap the day’s exploits while 
sipping on something at Hard 
Rock Hotel San Diego’s roof¬ 
top bar FLOAT, a posh lounge 
with firepits and cocktail 
waitresses in outfits snatched 
from Jessie J’s closet.

Getting a job if you have a 
disability can be easier than 
you might think if you know 
where to look. 

Today, companies want to 
be more inclusive of the Can¬ 
adian workforce and more re¬ 
flective of the customers that 
they serve. 

My experience as an em¬ 
ployment specialist has shown 
me that companies often 
don’t know where to go to 
find diverse talent. Recent 
graduates with disabilities 
are often afraid to apply for 
their ideal positions for fear 
of discrimination through the 
recruitment process without 
realizing those employers may 
be seeking someone with pre¬ 
cisely their profile. Below are a 
few tips for finding employers 
committed to recruiting and 
retaining diverse talent. 

Diversity and Inclusion (D&l) 
partnerships 

Identifying employers that 
sponsor, partner with and/or 
support organizations and as¬ 
sociations committed to D&I 
is one way to know if an em¬ 
ployer is inclusive. Such em¬ 


ployers typically have a culture 
that is open, accommodating, 
and values diversity. Research 
which employers support 
these efforts. 

There are numerous major 


Canadian D&I organizations 
worth checking out. 

Here are some of my fa¬ 
vourites: 

• The Canadian Centre for Di¬ 


versity and Inclusion (CCDI): 
This organization provides 
tools and support to employ¬ 
ers looking to become more 
inclusive. 

• The Job Opportunity Infor¬ 
mation Network (JOIN): With 
more than 60 employer part¬ 
ners, their Business Leadership 
Network consists of more than 
30 employers who are com¬ 
mitted to promoting the hiring 
of persons with disabilities. 

• Canadian Business Sense- 
Ability: A national organiza¬ 
tion run by private-sector busi¬ 
ness leaders aiming to acceler¬ 
ate business success through 
the talents of persons with 
disabilities. 

The Google test 

When evaluating a company’s 
commitment to D&I, start with 
a simple online search, which 
can be surprisingly effective. 

Companies aren’t shy about 
communicating and promot¬ 
ing their values: They want cli¬ 
ents, staff, prospective employ¬ 
ees and stakeholders to know 
their organizational beliefs, 
goals and commitments. 

When attracting the best 
talent, they want to demon¬ 
strate why they are an employ¬ 
er of choice. It’s also good for 
business; people prefer to deal 
with companies with good cul¬ 
tures and core values. 

Searching for the employer 
‘name + diversity + Canada’ 
gives a pretty good overview of 
their commitment level. 

Check their website to see 


Participation and support 
of diversity and inclusion 
events are great indicators of 
the level of inclusiveness at 
a particular company. Com¬ 
panies attend these events 
because it is important to 
their values. 


• At recruiting sessions, they 
are looking for diverse 
talent. Here you can 
meet and network with 
individuals responsible 
for recruitment initiatives 


if they have a diversity section, 
learn about their inclusive 
practices, what causes they 
support and their current in¬ 
itiatives. 

Companies that support 
inclusive hiring will make an 
effort to highlight this on a di¬ 
versity page. 

Are they award-winning? 

To be recognized with an 
award, companies must be 
doing a few things right. 
Numerous organizations rec¬ 
ognize the efforts of employ¬ 
ers who are making an im¬ 
pact with their diversity and 
inclusion practices. 

The two following awards 
are to me the more presti¬ 
gious out there. Take a look 
at the lists and see which em¬ 
ployers have won awards and 
why. 

The Canada’s Best Divers¬ 
ity Employers list recognizes 


to promote inclusion at 
their organizations. At 
conferences and seminars 
advocating for inclusive 
practices you can connect 
with employers, who sup¬ 
port these initiatives. 


• You can also follow organ¬ 
izations committed to D&I 
on Twitter and Linkedln 
and join their mailing 
lists to ensure you don't 
miss out on any upcoming 
events. 


Canadian employers with

programs.” The 100 winning 
employers (all in Canada) are 
a strong core of more than 
3,500 companies that partici¬ 
pated in the competition. 

Both the Diversitylnc Top

Their ranking mechanism 
is quite detailed, including

What’s the difference between 
an internship and a volunteer 
role? 

Both roles have similarities, 
but there are qualities in each 
role that may or may not suit 
your current lifestyle or pos¬ 
ition. Here are two things to 
consider when selecting your 
next opportunity. 

Commitment 

An internship may not allow 
much flexibility in your sched¬ 
ule. Most internships run dur¬ 
ing regular business hours — 
five days a week. This means 


you will have limited time to 
earn an income outside of your 
role. Depending on the com¬ 
pensation for the internship 
you’re considering, this may 
not be beneficial if you have 
bills and rent to keep up with. 

Volunteering has more flex¬ 
ibility, since most gigs don’t 
require an extensive time com¬ 
mitment. 

It provides you with a 
chance to get involved and 
gain experience, but also earn 
income and go to work on the 
side.

Environment 

Taking on an internship will 
give you great experience to 
add to your resume, and allow 
you to network. This is espe¬ 
cially valuable for students and 
new graduates who are looking 
for a great foot-in-the-door role. 

There are many industries 
that present volunteer oppor¬ 
tunities as well. However, vol¬ 
unteering often takes place in a 
more laid-back setting. 

Chances are you’ll be work¬ 
ing with other volunteers, and 
while there will likely be some 
people who can provide valu¬ 
able career advice and mentor¬ 
ship, it probably will not give 
you the same workplace experi¬ 
ence of deadlines and urgency. 

Having said this, volunteer 
experience is still valuable on 
your resume, even if not direct¬ 
ly related to your industry. 

There are often transfer¬ 


able skills that you can show¬ 
case to a potential employer.

Februaiy is the perfect time to 
enjoy some great sports and, of 
course, delicious food.

I’m convinced soup would 
hit the spot for many athletes 



Ingredients 


• l tbsp (15 ml) extra virgin 
olive oil 

• l lb (500 g) fresh chorizo, 
Italian, farmer's or chicken 
sausages 

• 2 onions, chopped 

• l each carrot and celery stalk, 
chopped 

• 2 cloves garlic, minced 

• 4 Yukon Gold potatoes, (about 
11/2 lbs /750 g) peeled and 
chopped 

• 10 cups ( 2.5 l) low-sodium beef 
stock 

• l small bunch kale, with the 
tough ribs removed 

• Half bunch Swiss chard, 
trimmed

warm-up soup that is easy to 
serve to your family for a week- 
night meal or to friends when 
they come over to watch the 
game.

3. Meanwhile, chop the 
kale and Swiss chard to 
make about 12 cups (3 
litres) of lightly packed 
greens. Add to the sausage 
mixture and simmer the 
soup uncovered for about 
15 minutes or until greens 
are tender.

Stracciatella Soup 

This soup is perfect 
when there is noth¬ 
ing but eggs left in the 
fridge. 

Stracci means “little 
rags” which is what the 
egg mixture forms when 
stirred into the stock. 

By including the pars¬ 
ley, you add colour and 
extra flavour. 

If you happen to have 
some spinach in the 
crisper, add about 1 cup 
(250 ml) thinly shredded 
spinach to this soup. 

A chopped red pepper 
would be delicious, too. 

For a different twist 
try using Pecorino 
Romano cheese for the 
Parmesan. 

• 6 cups ( 1.5 0 chicken stock 

• 4 eggs 

• l/3 cup (75 ml) grated 
Parmesan cheese 

• 3 tbsp (50 ml) chopped 
fresh Italian parsley 

• Pinch pepper 

• Pinch fresh nutmeg 

1. In saucepan bring 
stock to boil, reduce 
heat and simmer. 

2. Meanwhile, in bowl, 
use fork to beat together 
eggs, cheese, parsley, 
pepper and nutmeg. 
Using a spoon to stir, 
slowly drizzle egg mix¬ 
ture into stock. 

3. Simmer, stirring for 
about 3 minutes or until

on Dec. 2 against Ottawa. 

But again Edmonton used 
its suddenly potent power play 
to tie it. 

After a scrum that landed 
Bailey in the penalty box, Land¬ 
er took a pass in the slot from 
Jordan Eberle and netted his 
second goal of the season with 
3:26 left in the second to make 
it 2-2. Eberle, the Oilers’ leading 
scorer with 36 points, assisted 
on both Edmonton goals in a 
2-1 win at New Jersey on Mon¬ 
day. He has three goals and four 
assists in his last six games.

Funding. Set on 

making the Pan Am and 
Olympic Games, Ben 
Hayward says building 
his house on wheels 
'was the only way’ 


Ben Hayward’s home measures 
about seven square metres and 
is currently parked in an over¬ 
flow lot in southern France. 

Faced with financial challen¬ 
ges that could have derailed his 
Olympic dream, the kayaker 
from Edmonton has taken the 
nomadic lifestyle of the ama¬ 
teur athlete to a whole new 
level. 

Hayward fives and travels 
in a camper van he built from 
scratch on a flatbed truck, 
combining his background in 
architecture with his need to 
five and train in Europe on the 
cheap. 

“Amateur sport in Canada 
is pretty poorly funded as it 
is; and then summer sport is 
even worse,” Hayward said in 
a phone interview from Aus¬ 
tralia, where he’s racing this 


weekend. “I needed to find 
something that would be af¬ 
fordable and pretty much this 
was the only way.” 

His “Hobbit Van,” as he fond¬ 
ly refers to it, resembles a hob¬ 
bit house on four wheels, com¬ 
plete with a round hobbit door. 
The 25-year-old, who’s Canada’s 
top whitewater paddler, origin¬ 
ally planned to buy a van, but 
after four days of searching in 
Wales left him empty-handed, 
the idea to build his own was 
hatched over a cold pint in a 
Cardiff pub. 

Hayward purchased the 
nine-year-old army-green truck 
for $2,200. He and a friend 
worked 18 hours a day over 
four days constructing the 
maple wood exterior. The for¬ 
mer Carleton architecture stu¬ 
dent then added a kitchen and 
a handcrafted couch that turns 
into a spare bed. A wind turbine 
and solar panels give power. 

Appliances came in thanks 
to a crowd-funding campaign 
last summer. The name of 
eveiy donor is hand-painted 
within a giant maple leaf on 
one outer wall. 

“It’s actually a really nice 
space to five in.” 


The total cost was $10,000, 
which is completely paid off, 
leaving him with just fuel costs 
and food expenses. 

Hayward spent four months 
this past fall living in his hobbit 


van while he trained in France. 

Hayward is coming off 
the best season of his career, 
making two World Cup finals, 
finishing sixth and ninth in 
men’s Kl. He won Canadian 


national titles in four different 
disciplines. He has his sights on 
a strong showing at this sum¬ 
mer’s Pan American Games in 
Toronto and a spot on Canada’s 
Olympic team for Rio. 


He’s racing the Kl this 
week at the Australia Open at 
Penrith’s Whitewater Stadium, 
the whitewater venue for the 
2000 Sydney Olympics.

Although the full-size SUV 
segment is not as large as it 
once was, the remaining play¬ 
ers are as big as ever. 

The all-new 2015 GMC 
Yukon is available in two 
“big and bigger” wheelbase 
lengths, and with seating for 
up to eight people. 

It’s based on the GMC 
Sierra pickup that was com¬ 
pletely overhauled for 2014, 
although it doesn’t share any 
of that truck’s exterior panels. 

The base SLE trim line and 
my tester, the SLT, use the Si¬ 
erra’s 5.3-litre V8 engine and 
come in two-wheel drive, or 
four-wheel drive. 

Pricing ranges from 
$51,850 to $64,900. You can 


also get a luxurious top-line 
Denali trim, which uses a 
6.2-litre V8 and comes only as 
a 4x4, for $74,600. My tester 
was the regular-wheelbase 
model, but you can also get 
the extended-length Yukon 
XL in all trim lines, which 
adds $3,050 to the price. 

All Yukon models have 
three rows of seats, but the XL 
gives you more legroom and 
extra cargo space. 

For all its size, the Yukon 
doesn’t feel as big as it is 


when you’re driving it, thanks 
to light steering and quick re¬ 
sponse. When full power isn’t 
needed, such as when you’re 
cruising at a steady speed, the 
engine shuts off half its cylin¬ 
ders to save gas. It happens so 
seamlessly that you usually 
have to depend on the display 
in the instrument cluster to 
tell you when it’s only feeding 
fuel to four cylinders. 

The interior is as well-fin¬ 
ished as you’d expect for the 
price, with simple controls 


that are easy to use. The first 
and second rows are roomy, 
but the third row is perched 
over the rear axle and there’s 
veiy little room for your knees 
and the seating position isn’t 
veiy comfortable. 

For those who prefer the 
Chevrolet nameplate, the 
Tahoe and longer-wheelbase 
Suburban are mechanically 
identical to the Yukon, but 
have differences in their trim 
packages and lower starting 
prices.

Propulsion comes from a single electric motor rated at 285 horsepower with drive 
sent to the rear wheels only. Buyers can expect a zero-to-96 km/h time of 3.7 seconds, a 
top speed of 250 km/h and a driving range per charge of about 290 kilometres.

Musk of Tesla fame, we 
should be figuring out 
other ways to get consum¬ 
ers to switch over, because 
current oil prices are not, 
in his words, “an adequate 
forcing function.” 

We need to make the 
switch, he opines, because 
EVs are the better way, and 
the cleaner way, and the 
way that will inevitably be 
the winning way, so why 
not make it happen now? 

He is certainly trying. 
Musk recently opened up 
his patents to other auto¬ 
makers, and offered to 
let non-Tesla EVs use his 
planned private network of 
charging stations. 

For his part, Carlos 
Ghosn, the top executive 
at both Nissan and Renault, 
and the auto industry’s 
other big EV advocate, feels 
that EVs are the only way to 
achieve strict and necessary 
emission mandates, and 
warns that gas prices have 
the propensity to rise and 
fluctuate over time. 

It’s interesting that 
both these competitors are 
calling on their industry 
counterparts to build more 
EVs, so both infrastructure 
developments and EV ac¬ 
ceptance can happen faster. 

While GM’s pending 
introduction of the Bolt 
might be a direct competi¬ 
tor to Tesla’s smaller and 
upcoming Model 3, Musk 
didn’t see it all as a threat. 

In fact, he called it 
“progress.”

“Show ’em what you got” is 
poor English. 

But it’s a decent way to 
describe the approach auto¬ 
makers must take during au- 
to-show season, which we’re 
in the thick of right at the 
moment. 

The Detroit and Mont¬ 
real shows kicked off the 
2015 season in mid-Januaiy, 
and the doors are about to 
swing open for the vehicular 
spectacles in Chicago and To¬ 
ronto, with the latter event 
beginning this coming week¬ 
end. 

At Detroit, Chevrolet 
showed us it “got” electric 
car goodies. 

It trotted out both the 
second-generation and all- 
new Chevrolet Volt, and the 
newly conceived Bolt. 

Unlike Volt, Bolt doesn’t 
have a gasoline engine to 
constantly recharge its 
electric motor. The Bolt is 
a pure EV (electric vehicle). 

Both vehicles will be 
front and centre at GM’s 
stand in Toronto, and their 
timing is as much a talk¬ 
ing point as their respect¬ 
ive technologies, arriving 
as they are in the midst of 
the lowest gas price stretch 
we’ve had since 2010-ish. 

The new 2016 Volt of¬ 
ficially goes on sale some 
time in the latter half of 
this year. 

The Bolt hasn’t even 
been given the green light 
for production — though 
everyone is expecting GM 
to do so at the Chicago 
show. 

Big and nasty gas prices 
could have given both these 
nameplates a shot of mar¬ 
keting and awareness ad¬ 
renalin. 

But now they just wade 
into another swampish 
period where we wonder 
whether EVs are going to 
fly long-term or not.
